1 1 . (New) The methodlof claim 10, wherein said nucleic acid sequence is inserted into a 
region essential for the replication of said viral vector. 

12. (New) The method onclaim 10, wherein said nucleic sequence encodes a 
polypeptide having thrombolytic properties. 

13. (New) The method pi claim 10, wherein said nucleic acid sequence encloses a 
polypeptide which is all or part of a cwstraphin gene product. 

14. (New) The method of claim 10 wherein said promoter is a promoter contained in the 
long terminal Repeat of a Rous Sarcomi Virus. 



5. (New) A composition for treatment of muscular diseases comprising (i) a non 
re^rficative recombinant vW vector wherein said viral vector comprises a polynucleotide 
sequence under the controAof a promoter recognized by polymerases of muscle cells and wherein 
said polypeptide is expressed in said muscle cells, associated with (ii) a pharmaceutically 
acceptable carrier. 

16. (New) The composition <*>f ^laim lS^wh'erein said muscular disease is a cardiac 

disease.
